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Introduction 



Six hundred and seventy recommendations for the growth and 
development of the young people of the United States were presented 
at the 1960 White House Conference on Children and Youth, These 
recommendations, writes Mrs, Rollin Brown, national chairman of the 
Conference, "reflect the hopes and aspirations of all who, in the Con- 
ference theme, would strive f to promote opportunities for children and 
youth to realize their full potential for a creative life in freedom and 
dignity/ " 1 

Many of the Conference recommendations have implications for 
home economics education; a number are specifically related to the 
content and objectives of the home economics program. These latter 
recommendations (14 in number) form the basis for this publication, 
The Family Today, Part I, and for Part II, which will be published 
in the fall. 

Part I contains four articles on problems of families which affect 
their school-age members. Each chapter begins with a presentation of 
one or several recommendations made at the White House Conference 
to solve these problems. A brief discussion follows of related material 
drawn primarily from survey and reference papers prepared for Con- 
ference participants. Finally, suggestions are given for implementing 
the recommendations in the home economics program.,, 

It is the hope of the authors and editors of The Pamily Today that 
this publication will be helpful for teachers seeking to use the White 
House Conference recommendations as guides to action in their educa- 
tional programs.
